WEIGHT OF THE MILKY WAY 


Swedish Astronomer Puts It at One 
Million Decillion Pounds, 
By the Associated Press. 

MOUNT . WILSON, , Pasadena, 
Cal., May 1.—Sir James Jeans, in 
his search for more data about the 
universe going to pieces, today met 
Dr. Gustaf Stromberg, Swedish as- 
tronomer engaged here in measur- 
ing star movements in the milky 
way. 

“Some peculiar general laws 
have been found for the motion of 
stars in our gclaxy,” Stromberg 
said. “There is a certain thor- 
oughfare in the plane of the milky 
way along which stars move with 
a relatively high velocity. Most 
stars move with speed about 200 
miles a second along this thorough- 


fare, but certain types lag behind 


in the general procession. From 
the stellar motions it is possible to 
estimate the weight of the whole 
milky way galactic system, of 
which our sun is an insignificant 
member. This weight is of the ap- 
parent order of one million decil- 
lion pounds (42 ciphers).

where Alfred J. Lingle, Chicago 
Tribune reporter, was murdered 
last June 9. 

The killer was Frank Jordan of 
Chicago, formerly of Rock Island, 
who fired his pistol at the, police- 
man in full view of hundreds of 
pedestrians and motorists, after 
two private detectives and Police- 
man Patrick Durkin had attempted 
to arrest him. Durkin was serious- 
ly wounded. —

Indicted for Murder. 

Jordan was indicted for murder 
today. He confessed to Mayor 
Anton J. Cermak, who took an ac- 
tive part in the inquiry, that he 
was responsible for the Ruthy kill- 
ing and also that he had _ taken 
$4000 in a holdup of a bank at 
Neponset, Ill. 


Policeman Ruthy, a witness at 
the recent trial of Leo V. Brothers 
of St. Louis, who was convicted, 
testified he had seen a “vision” 
when he _ had previously identi- 
fied Frankie Foster, Chicago 
gangster, as the man he saw 
running from the Michigan avenue 
pedestrian tunnel in which Lingle 
was killed. Ruthy was at the 
same post last night and was 
goin to the -assitance of Po- 
liceman Durkin and Leonard Ben- 
son and J. C. Woods, private de- 
tectives, when the shooting began. 

The private operatives were 
seeking Jordan, who also was 
known as Carl Carlsen, Frank 
Johnson and Max Coy, in connec- 
tion with the bank robbery at 
Neponset and another at La- 
Fayette, Ill., and had trailed him as 
he came out of an office building 
in North Michigan boulevard. They 
caught up with him when he 
stopped to buy a newspaper, 

Both Shot in Abdomen. 

Benson told the Coroner’s Jury 
that Jordan drew _a pistol and 
started to fire almost immediate- 
ly after Policeman DurRtin seized 
him. Durkir fell wounded in the 
abdomen. Ruthy by this time was 
running toward them. A second 
bullet struck him before he had 
an opportunity to draw his pistol. 
He was also hit in the abdomen. 

A woman, who gave her name as 
Gladys Mayhew Jordan and who 
said she and Jordan were married 
three weeks ago, was arrested later 
in Jordan's apartment and held for 
questioning. She told police she 
witnessed the shooting as she sat 
in a new automobile parked near 
the scene. 

Jordan, when asked at the in- 
quest for the name of the person 
to whom. he first admitted the 
slaying, pointed to Mayor Cermak 
and said: “To the Mayor. I told 
him what he asked me to tell him 
because he is a man and will do 
what he said he would do — see 
that I get a square deal.”’ 


Sixth Death of Lingle Figures. 

The slaying of Ruthy was the 
sixth death among persons promi- 
nently identified with the Lingle 
case. 

Jack Zuta, suépected. of having 

ordered the killing of Lingle, was 
trapped in a Delafield (Wis.) re- 
sort and shot down by gang gun- 
ners. 

Dominic Alello, head of the 
Atello-Moran gang, also thought to 
have had a hand in the Lingle 
killing, ‘wae cut down by machine- 
gun fire as he emerged from an 
apartment of a friend here.

DO-X PLANE RESUMES 


TRANS-ATLANTIC FLIGHT 


Big German Craft Goes From 
Canary Islands to: West 
African Coast, 


By theA Associated Press. 

LAS PALMAS, Canary Islands, 
May 1.—The German seaplane 
Do-X, which left here this morn- 
ing, landed this afternoon at Rio 
de Oro in the Spanish province of 
Rio de Oro on the west coast. of 
Africa. The distance is about 200 
miles, 


The plane is resuming the trans- 
Atlantic flight -to South America 
which was first interrupted last 
November when fire destroyed one 
of the ship’s wings at Lisbon. The 
craft has been here since January 
and yesterday made its first trial 
flight since then. 

Harvey Brewton, American air- 
plahe motor engineer attached to 
the ship’s staff, was one of the 
passengers. 


The Do-X is the biggest flying 
boat in the world. When it first 
took the air at Altenhein, Switzer- 
land, on a projected flight to South 
America by easy stages its appear- 
ance of tremendous power seemed 
ample ground for the claim of its 
builder that it would make the 
trip on schedule. 

The first stages of the journey 
were accomplished without serious 
trouble, but at Lisbon fire broke 
out while the plane was riding in 
the harbor. One wing was de- 
stroyed. , 

After the damaged wing was re- 
paired, the ship got as far as Las 
Palmas but bad weather postponed 
further flight from day to day. In 
February the Do-X tried to take 
off from Gando Bay, but high seas 
battered it so severely that it had 
to put in for repairs again. 

The plane was built in Switzer- 
land because the Versailles treaty 
forbids construction of such big 
ships in Germany. Primarily it 
was designed to carry 100 passen- 
gers on short flights. 

Twelve motors each of 500 horse- 
power form the power plant. The 
cruising speed is about 120 miles an 
hour and the maximum about 150.

EMPIRE STATE BLD. 
OPENS, AL SMITH HOS! 


Dedication of 86-Story Struc- 
ture Attended by Political 
and Industrial Chiefs.

NEW YORK, May  1.—The 
world’s tallest structure—the Em- 


pire State Building—was dedicat- 
ed and opened today—a final real- 
ization of tRe long labors of former 
Gov. Alfred E. Smith and a group 
of business associates. 

Towering and glistening in the 
sunlight, high above New York’s 
world famous skyline, the new 
structure stands at Fifth avenue 
and Thirty-fourth street on a site 
formerly occupied by the old Wal- 
dorf-Astoria Hotel. 

State and city dignitaries, lead- 
ers of industry and of the city’s 
professional and educational life, 
participated in the dedication of 
the 86-story building and its dirig- 
ible mast. towering another 16 
stories into the sky.. . 

Gov. Franklin D. ® Roosevelt 
hailed the structure as an achieve- 
ment for his State; Mayor James 
J. Walker did the same for the 
city. Ex-Gov. Smith, his associates 
and the building craft received con- 
gratulations for erecting the 1250- 
foot edifice. 

At 11:45 a. m. President Hoover 
pressed a telegraph key in the 
White House, turning on all lights 
illuminating the skyscraper. 

There was music, speechmaking 
and entertainment, and national 
hookups of the Columbia and Na- 
tional broadcasting companies car- 
ried the festivities to the radio 
audience. 

At noon 200 guests of Mr. Smith 
set a record for lofty eating at a 
luncheon in the eighty-sixth floor 
observatory. 

Because of the building’s tall 
mooring mast, Commander Charles 
E. Rosendahl, U. 8. N., newly ap- 
pointed captain of the . dirigible 
Akron, now under construction, 
was one of the guest speakers. 

The opening took place at 11:30 
when Mary Adams Warner, daugh- 
ter of the head of the New York 
State Police, and Arthur Smith Jr., 
grandchildren of the former Gov- 
ernor, cut the ribbon across the 
main entrance on Fifth avenue. 

The. general public will be ad- 
mitted tomorrow, when § tenants 
officially open their offices for 
business. 

The building has 63 passenger 
elevators, 6400 windows and con- 
tains 60,000 tons of steel. Con- 
struction was started March 17, 
1930.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 1.—A 
bill supported by the St. Louis 
Public Service Co., giving street 
railways the same power to con- 
demn land for public utility pur- 
poses as now granted by law to 
railroads and telephone, telegraph. 
electric, gas and pipe line com- 
panies, was pushed through the 
House late yesterday, by a vote of 


80 to 24, after Representatives who 


attempted to discuss the bill were 
cut off by parliamentary man- 
euvers. 


The bill, introduced by Senator 
Kinney of St. Louis, previously had 
been passed by the Senate and now 
goes to the Governor for approval. 
It is the only bill of several in the 
kuown legislative program of the 
St. Louis Public Service Co., which 
has been passed, the other bills 
having died on the, calendars of the 
two Houses. 

Efforts of Representatives Heege 
of St. Louis County, and Wolff cf 
St. Louis to discuss the bill, or even 
to get time to check its provisions 
in their bill books, were blocked by 
Prompt rulings by Speaker Pro- 
tem Maxey ‘of Bates County, and 
various motions and points of order 
by Representative Blair of Cole 
majority floor leader. 
Heege’s plea that the bill affected 
his county and that he wanted to 
be heard, was overridden by the 
House and the bill was hurried to 
a roll call and passed. 


City Takes No Action. 


The bill amends the present law 
on condemnation of land for pub- 
lic utility purposes by inserting 

‘street railways” in the list of pub- 
lic utilities now enumerated in sec- 
tion 1340, revised statutes of 1929, 
as having condemnation power. 

Legislative agents of the St. 
Louis Board of Estimate and Ap- 
rortionment, who have been here 
looking after the legislative inter- 
ests of the city, have not taken any 

position for or against na’ ge 

Representative Hehl, . Louis, 
called up the bill for Sine when 
it was reached on the calendar, and 
briefly explained it gave street 
railways the same right to con- 
demn land that now is held by oth- 
er utilities. He suggested that if 
there was no objection, the same 
roll call that had just been made 
in passing another bill be cast for 
this bill. 

Wolff objected, which necessi- 
tated a new roll call, and asked for 
a minute or two to find the bill in 
his bill book. Heege gained rec- 
ognition to ask if the bill was 
State-wide in effect, then yielded 
the floor. While Heege and Wolff 
were looking at the bill at Wolff’s 
desk a motion was made that the 
bill be: read a third time and put 
on its final passage, which the 
Ifouse adopted. 


Declared Out of Order. 


A moment later Wolff and Heege 
both were asking for recognition to 
be heard but were declared out of 
order by Speaker pro-tem Maxey, 
on a point of order by Blair that 
adoption of the motion had cut off 
debate. Maxey ordered the roll 
called. 

After the bill was passed and a 
motion was made that the title of 
the bill be agreed to, Heege gained 
recognition and sought to block the 
bill by obtaining an adverse vote 
on the motion. Blair promptly 
made a motion the House adjourn, 
apparently to cut off Heege’s dis- 
cussion, but then withdrew it. In 
the meantime Representative Mere- 
dith,.Poplar Bluff, had moved the 
previous question, on the motion to 
agree to the title, which cut off 
debate. 

While this was going on Speaker 
Nelson had relieved Maxey as pre- 
siding officer. Heege continued 
talking and Blair shouted he was 
out of order. “Never mind,” Nel- 
son said, “we will get rid of the 
gentleman without any trouble aft- 
er he has had his 5 minutes.” 

“The bill has a bad title, and

@ |\NegrO cabaret entertainers, who, 
‘with two other Negroes, robbed the 


Easton-Taylor Trust Co. of $6234 
last Feb. 19, firing three shots at 
a detective in fleeing, pleaded guil- 
ty before Circuit Judge Tayior yes- 
terday and were sentenced to 20 
years each in the penitentiary. 
“We don’t want to be any trouble 


to the State,” Zelather, 18 years 
old, explained to Assistant Circuit 
Attorney Sullivan in behalf of him- 
self and his brother, seven years 
older, before they were taken to 
the courtroom for. arraignment. 
Sullivah was dispoged to try thein 
under the Henry law, which pro- 
vides a maximum ‘penalty of death 
for robbery with a deadly weapon.

The comparagraph, it 
is claimed,- identifies the revolver 
from which a bullet is fired as ae- 
curately as a fingerprint identifies 
a man. 

Meanwhile, the search for the 
robber, known to have been wound- 
ed before he escaped, and his ac- 
complice, -thought to have been 
shot in the Hynes-Weaver Shirt 
Co. store at 701 Pine street, where

Dr. Raymond L. Ditmars, Cure | 
tor of reptiles in the Bronx Zoo, 
New York, who knows more about 
snakes than anyone else in the 
world, went hunting thém yester- 
day in wild ‘rocky ravines near 
Murphysboro, IIl. —wearing rubber 
galoshes. 

With Géorge P. Vierheller, di- 
rector of the St. Louis Zoo, Dr. Dit- 
mars saw the zoo’s snake hunters 
capture about 20 reptiles, includ- 


ing two exceptionally large  rat- 
tlesnakes, a number of  cotton- 
mouth moccasins and several 


harmless snakes. 
The Ditmars overshoes—an in- 
congruous note when the reptile- 


hunting party left a Murphysboro} 


hotel—soon demonstrated their 
value. _Other members of the par- 
ty had snickered and nudged one 
another at the thought, but while 
they slid down a_ steep, rocky 
ledge, falling and grasping at roots 
and bushes, Dr. Ditmars walked 
serenely ddéwn, poking into likely 
crevices with his snake stick and 
puffing his black briar pipe. 

There was an air of quiet amuse- 
ment in his voice when at the bot- 
tom of the grade, he explained: “I 


sloping ledges that frequently end 
in a sheer drop of more than 500 
feet. You need rubber soles there 
because you can't afford to take 
chances,” 

No. 1 a Fat Cotton-Mouth. 

The hunt, over great, moss-grown 
blocks of stone, soon developed into 
a walking lecture as the other mem- 
bers of the party plied Dr. Ditmars 
with questions. The day was 
cloudy and for two hours no snakes 
were seen. Then Moody J. R. Lentz, 
assistant herpetologist at the zoo, 
spotted a fat cotton-mouth, 

He seized it behind the head, and 
after a struggle, thrust it, writhing 
violently, into a sack. A sour, pun- 
gent odor filled the air and Dr. Dit- 
mars explained: “It’s the mating 
season. The cotton-mouth gives off 
that odor to attract a mate. The 
rattlesnake does the same thing, but 
it has a sweet scent that cannot be 
readily detected in the woods,”’ 

“Oh, doctor,” called out R. Mar- 
lin Perkins, the zoo’s herpetologist, 
from behind a fallen log. “Take a 
look at this one before I catch 
him.’’ 

Coiled beneath the log was a 
large greenish-gray-and-black rat- 
tlesnake. “H-m-m,” said Dr. Dit- 
mars. “A very fine specimen. One 
of the cane-brake variety.” Per- 


kins seized the snake’s neck and 


holding its tail with the other hand. 
lifted it toward a sack which an- 
other member of the party was 
holding. 

Halfway in the sack the rattler 
twisted and struck, one fang just 
grazing the snake-catcher’s fore- 
finger. Drops of viscid : yellow 
venom rolled down his hand. The 
snake writhed again and to save 
himself from being bitten, Perkins 
dropped it. An examination of his} 
finger disclosed no bite, and Dr: 
Ditmars smiled. 

“I thought,” he said, “that you 
were going to have a chance to test 
out some spring poison. It’s much, 
more toxic at this time of year.” 

On the ground the snake Lit 
again and again into the folds of 
the sack, its tail buzzing with the 
sound of a huge cicada 


“Don't touch your face,” Dr. 
Ditmars warned, “and wash your 
hands at the first stream. And 


look carefully for cuts and scratch- 
es.”’ 
One-Way to Improve Golf Game. 

The warning was heartfelt. Dr. 
Ditmars’ left wrist is permanently 
stiffened as a result of a similar 
occurrence. There was a scratch 
on the back of his hand, a drop of 
venom infected it, and, he _  ex- 
plained “improved my golf game.” 

“At first the ‘pro’ told me I'd 
never be able to play with it, but 
after watching me a little he ex- 
claimed, ‘Why you’re doing natur- 
ally, just what I try to teach every- 
body to do” ~ 

He quickly became 
again, warning Perkins against 
handling poisonous snakes at the 
z Oo, save in cases where it is ab- 
solutely necessary. “I’ve cut it out 
absolutely,” he said. “Suppose you 
take a cobra or one of the African 
vipers out.and remove a few para- 
sites. You’ve lengthen:d the life 
of the snake a little and taken a 
frightful chance on your own. If 
you have a bad accident, you've put 
the whole reptile house into dis- 
repute with the public. Some of 
the serums are not too good. Why, 
if a cobra got a real grip on you, 
your chances of recovering, even 
with serum, wovld be about 35 in 
100.” 

Two years ago, when treating a 
Gabun viper for parasites, Perkins 
was struck in the forefinger by one 
fang of the snake when it twisted 
in his fingers. He narrowly es- 
caped death, was ill for a long: time 
and his physician has since  esti- 
mated that if the snake had struck 
him fairly, Perkins would  havé

Fire Department Exhibit. 

The exhibit of the Fire Depart- 
ment presents a contrast between 
the old and the new in fire-fight- 
ing equipment.

State Supreme ahi? Tae Rules 
Legislature Could Not 
Make Act — Yo Ref- 


erendum..

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., May 1— 
Ruling that the State Legislature 
has no right to submit what it de- 
scribed as an “incomplete law” to 
the people for a referendum, the 
Supreme Court yesterday invalidat- 


ed the woman jurors’ law which 
was approved by the voters in the 
last election. 

The Court held the law invalid 
because the legislators “abdicated 
their authority” in the bill. By 
tacking on a referendum, the Court 
said, the Assembly passed on to the 
voters an unconstitutional delega- 
tion of legislative powers. 

The question has been brought 
up in a number of cases since the 
law became effective. Attorneys 
were divided over what effect the 
ruling will have on verdicts re- 
turned by juries of which women 
have been members. The decision 
was five to one. 

Avoiding the questten as to 
whether women may qualify as 
jurors under the constitution, Chief 
Justice Frank K. Dunn declared a 
referendum in this case was an un- 
constitutional delegation of legis- 
lative powers, and'the women-on- 
juries law consequently was with- 
out any effect. 

Opinion of Chief Justice. 

Chief Justice Dunn’s opinion in 
part follows: 

“All legislative power inherent 
in the people of the State of Illi- 
nois has been vested in the Gen- 
eral Assembly. Since it alone has 
the power, the General Assembly 
has also the duty, and upon it alone 
rests the full responsibility of leg- 
islation. This power it may not 
delegate to any other officers or 
persons or groups of persons or 


or to a majority of the voters of 
the State voting at a general elec- 
tion or at a special election. 

“The Constitution has made no 
general provision for a referendum 
of any act of the General Assem- 
bly to a vote of the people of the 
whole state, to determine whether 
or not that act shall become a law.” 

Quoting a California opinion, the 
decision said “the expediency or 
wisdom of a law, abstractly consid- 
ered, does not depend on a vote of 
the people. If it is unwise before 
the vote is taken it is equally un- 
wise afterwards. The Legislature 
has no more right to refer such a 
question to the whole people than 
to a single individual. 

“When the Governor signed the 
jury bill what became a law? Cer- 
tainly if anything became a law it 
was the bill as written, no part of 
it to be disregarded and the whole 
to be construed together, giving to 
the language its ordinary meaning. 
No persons reading this act could 
have for a moment the slightest 
doubt that. the Legislature . never 
intended this act to have any force 
or effect whatever unless the ques- 
tion of its going into effect should 
have been spbmitted to the legal 
voters of the state and should 
have been approved by a majority 
of all the votes cast upon the pro- 
position. 

_ Law Must Be Complete. 

“We cannot attribute to the Gen- 
eral Assembly or the Governor an 
intention to go throus: the farce 
of submitting to a vote of the peo- 
ple the question whether women 
shall serve on juries or not when 
the vote could not affect the ques- 
tion. The meaning of the maxim— 
that the law must be complete 
when it comes from the Legisla- 
ture—is that the rights, duties, 
privileges and obligations granted 
or imposed must be definitely fixed 
or determined, or the rules by 
which they are to be fixed and de- 
termined must be clearly and defi- 
nitely established when the act is 
passed by the two Houses of the 
General Assembly and approved by 
the Governor. 

“We hold that under the Consti- 
tution of Illinois, the General As- 
sembly is the sole depository of 
the legislative power of the state; 
that it has no power to delegate its 
general legislative power and may 
not refer a general act of legisla- 
tion to a vote of the people of the 
state to decide whether it shall 
have effect as a law.” 

Passage of a bill for repeal of 
the State prohibition laws on con- 
dition that the bill is ratified by a 
referendum was blocked last night 
by the Supreme Court decision. 
Such a bill is now. before the Legis- 
lature, having been introduced by 
Representative Woodward of Chi- 
cago, after Gov. Emmerson said he 
would sign a repeal bill if it con-

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BLAMES ALDERMEN FOR 
KILLING PAVING PLANS 


Board of Public Service Says 
$1,500,000 Program Would 
Have Given Work to Many. _ 


Acknowledging the recent reso-- 


lution by the Board of Aldermen, 
calling on city department heads 


to facilitate construction of public 


works to help relieve unemploy- 
ment, the Board of Public. Service 
today laid on the Board of Alder- 
men the blame for killing street 
paving plans for this year that 


would have entailed an expenditure 
of about $1,500,000 and provided 
much work. 

The aldermanic resolution was 


introduced by President Neun and 
adopted unanimously. The Board 
of Public Service reply, written by 
President Kinsey and approved by 
his colleagues, said: 

“The Board of Public Service has 
been earnestly engaged in efforts 
along this line, but has met with 
much discouragement. Our street- 
‘paving program for this has been so 
curtailed that ‘it will be smaller 
than for many years past. This is 
due largely to the fact that the 
Board of Aldermerr failed to pass 40 
ordinances providirg for paving 
work fo be done this year. 

“The total cost of this work was 
estimated at $1,488,437. Needless 
to say, this work would have pro- 
vided employment for a large num- 
ber of men. The Board of Public 
Service is much pleased to note an 
apparent change of attitude on the 
part of the Board of Aldermen.” 


Neun had not made special ef- 
forts to prevent the defeat, of the 
40 paving ordinances, which was 
brought about chiefly by the . ob- 
jections of many property owners 
to special tax bills for the work.

“Mrs. Vaughan, in taking the 
stand to testify to general indigni- 
ties on the part of her hysband, 
glared at her father-in-law at 
times, and once asked tearfully, 
“Why doesn’t he ask me those 
questions himself?” She has sued 
her husband’s parents in Circuit 
Court here for $50,000 for alleged 
alienation of her husband’s affec- 
tions. 

Cross Bill by Husband. 

Vaughan has filed a cross bill, 
and is asking for custody of their 
two children, 5 and 3 years old. He 
charges his wife associated with 
cther men following their separa- 
tion in April, 1930. | 

Following their marriage in 
1924, Mrs. Vaughan testified, her 
husband failed to supply her with 
either a separate home or clothing 
for herself, with .the result that 
she was forced to wear castoff 
clothing of women members of his 
family. 

When they came for a time to 
St. Louis, where her husband op- 
erated two cleaning shops, she said, 
his treatment of her was brutal. 
She said that he had once thrown 
her down a flight of stairs and 
kicked her out of bed, and that 
he had often used vile language 
toward her. 

Wife Denies Accusations. 

A slight but attractive young 
woman of 24, she frequently wept 
on the stand as she told of mis- 
treatment, or denied staunchly the 
attempts of Vaughan’s attorney to 
get her to admit she ‘associated 
with the proprietor of a dance hall 
here where she was employed last 
year as a cashier. 

She was followed on the stand 
by her mother, Mrs. Brady, who 
told of her son-in-law’s habits of 
drinking and gambling, and at- 
tempted to tell of alleged domestic 
difficulties in his father’s family. 
“He doesn’t believe in God, either, 
your honor,” Mrs. Brady said. “He 
told me he didn't.’ 

Brady testified that he had often 
seen Vaughan intoxicated. A 
brother-in-law of Mrs. Vaughan 
said that Vaughan had broken up 
his concession at a Fourth of July 
fair at De Soto. Other witnesses 
testified that the persons with 
whom Vaughan associated “weren't 
the best in De Soto.” 

It is expected the Vaughans will 
get their inning when the case is 
resumed this afternoon.

City Brings Action in Court 
Against Josephine and Cen- 
tral Institutions. 


Complaints charging violation of 
fire regulations, relative to . the 
swing of exit doors and certain fire 
escape conditions, have been .- is- 
sued by the city against Josephine 
Hospital, 1630 South Grand boule- 
vard, and Central Hospital Associa- 
tion, a corporation operating Cen- 
tral Hospital at 4518 Washington 
boulevard. 

The charge against Josephine 
Hospital will be heard in Police 
Court May 21 and that against 
Central Hospital the next day. The 
fines for violation of the law range 
from $25 to $500. 

At Josephine . Hospital, it is 
charged, doors leading to the fire 
escapes and at other exits swing- 
inward instead of outward; ladder 
fire escapes terminate at the sec- 
ond floor instead of on the ground, 
and illuminated fire escape and 
exit signs are not used. 

Notices concerning these condi- 
tions have been sent to Dr. L. J. 
Wolfort, secretary of Josephine 
Hospital, for almost a year, up to 
March 27, but were not answered, 
it was said at the city building 
division. Dr. Wolfort said today he 
did not know there had been any 
violations of the building code, but 


if so the conditions complained of 


would be corrected. 

At Central Hospital, it is charged, 
exit doors in the front and west 
walls swing inward instead of out- 
ward and closed doors obstruct pas- 
sageways leading to certain exits. 
Dr. John C. Bram, treasurer of the 
association, said practically all the 
conditions complained of as to the 
doors had been corrected, except 
at the front door, and that«that 
would be changed. He said the 
fire exit conditions were “all right.” 
City inspectors had not called at 
Central Hospital for about six 
months, he asserted.

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Early Architecture H ere 
Traced by Louis La Beaume

Tells of Half-Timber Homes When. Dingy 
Second Street Was Rue de ’Eglise 
of French Village. 


The development of architecture 
in St, Louis from Laclede’s log 
cabin to the Italian Renaissance 
homes erected just before the Civil 


War by. George I. Barnett was 
sketched by Louis-La Beaume at 
the Louisiana Purchase Dinner of 
Missouri Historical Society last 
night at Hotel Jefferson. 

Most. interesting, professionally, 
in the days when dingy Second 
street was the Rue de l'Eglise of a 
French village between the spark- 
ling river and green forests, La 
Beaume found traces of half-tim- 
ber homes, such as still are stand- 
ing’in France from the Fourteenth 
Century. . None remains in St. 
Louis. But old drawings and de- 
scriptions showed that some of the 
French villagers soon after 1763 
had built not of logs laid horizan- 
tally after the American frontier 
style, but by placing them upright 
a few feet apart and filling in 
with a rubble of stones and clay. 
In 20. or 30 years, he related, life 
at the trading post became more 
comfortable. The single loz room 
of the first homes was followed 
by two separated by a space in- 
closed for an entrance hall, and 
sometimes these two rooms were 
each divided to make a five-room 
house. Hot summers led to the 
building of verandas across the 
front or, as.in the case of the 
home Auguste Chouteau rebuilt 
from Laclede’s, clear around the 
use. 

‘The verandas contributed to the 
pleasant appearance of these fron- 
tier homes, *" he commented. “But 
beyond that was the fact that they |

aa simple and four-squdre. Fine 
workmanship was not available. 
They had that dignity which re- 
sults from simplicity and a 
staight-forward appearance.” 


The settlers found that the fur-. 


trading village had been built over 
a ledge of rock, and a few small 
stone houses were built. Brick was 
made here before 1820, and with 
the arrival of “immigrants” from 
the East, came the Georgian influ- 
ence of colonial homes. Exteriors 
were somewhat adorned, and the 
veranda became a portico with 
slender round columns. 


Within 10 years the “Greek re- 
vival” spread to this part of the 
“far West.” Under that influence, 
La Beaume remarked, the old 
Courthouse, and the Bartholomew 
Barthold home, Broadway and Pine 
street, were designed in 1829, the 
Church of St: Louis of France (Old 
Cathedral) in 1831, the Second 
Presbyterian Church in 1840 at 
Broadway and Walnut street, and 
the Lewis A, Benoist home at 
Eighth and Pine streets in the same 
year. 


A decade later George L. Barnett 
arrived from England,. said La 
Beaume, and built a number of 
homes under Renaissance influ- 
ence, including the Henry Shaw 
residence, then at Seventh and Lo- 
cust streets, later removed ‘to 
Shaw’s Garden; the country house 
of La Beaume’s grandfather, Theo- 
dore La Beaume, on Hebert street 
west of Sixteenth, and a number of 
residences in Lucas place,. between 
Fourteenth and Nineteenth on

“These, and not price, are the 
real wheat problems in the North- 
West,” he said. ‘‘We:came to the 
‘parting of the ways’ as.a wheat 
country ten years ago. 

“We have.chosen the ‘cow paths 
to prosperity.’ ”’ 

Joseph H. Willets, professor of 
industry at the University of Penn- 
sylvania, introduced as an expert 
on business stabilization, praised 
several companies that have estab- 
Nshed their own unemployment and 
stabilization plans, but declared the 
majority of business men needed 
direction of some sort.. He.added 
that only 40 per cent were blessed 
with shrewd common sense and 50 
per cent were of a more mediocre 
calibre. 

L. C. Reynolds, assistant to the 
president of the American Writing 
Paper Co., of Holyoke, Mass., urged 
the ultimate establishment of a law 
whereby industries would be re- 
quired each to establish a reserve 
for labor.

ma Gandhi gave his first motion 
picture interview yesterday and dis- 
cussed prohibition, his mode of 
dress, Indian politics and his pro- 
posed visit to the United States.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
OUR editorial under that caption was 


very much to the point. The farmer 
was considered by all a most important 
factor in Uncle Sam's large family until 
one of his brothers, Industry, grew up 
and crowded the older boy aside, at least 
in the estimation of a large part of our 
citizens. Farmer has now become & 
mere stepchild, to whom a crust is now 
and then tossed to keep him from cry-~- 
ing too hard. Even our great engineer 
President does not seem to be able to sec 
that unless the farmer is prosperous the 
rest of the country must eventually (if 
not now) suifer, 

Ever since the great war, money has 
been drained from the rural sections into 
the great centers. Farmers have been 
receiving low prices for their products. 
Even though a severe drouth curtaiied 
crop production, they had nothing left 
and were considered lucky if they did not 
have a debt hanging over them at the 
end of the crop season. How can farm- 
ers buy the things which industry pro- 
duces if they have no money? 

Give our farmers the finances they 
need to carry on their bustness:and they 
will start the wheels of industry whir- 
ring again. They will buy a pair or two 
of new overalls, a jumper, a pair of 
socks, a shirt or two, aye, some of thein 
will be even tempted to buy a handker- 
chief, containing half an ounce of cot- 
ton, for 10 cents, the raw material for 
which they last fall sold for three cents 
a pound. Put the 40,000,000 farmers on 
their feet again in such a way that they 
can make more than the 8 to 20 per 
cent interest they are sometimes obliged 
to pay, and they will soon put men and 
women back into the shirt, overall,- plow 
and automobile factories.

concerning fish and game conservation 
in our State. The writer doubts very 
much if any constructive work will be. 
or can be accomplished by the present 
Legislature, and, even if something 
worthwhile should materialize toward 
improvement of the present game laws, 
little improvement in actual quantity of 
fish and:game would ever be noted. In 
fact, I doubt seriously if anything can be 
done to prevent the natives of Missouri's 
hill country from depending upon the 
fish and game as a source of food sup- 
ply. 

Few people realize that the natives of 
the Missouri and Arkansas hills or Ozark 
Mountains, as they are sometimes called, 
are different from any other class of 
people, except possibly those found in 
the mountains of Tennessee and Virginia. 
They regard this country as their right- 
ful sanctuary, and the wild life to be 
found therein as their own property, to 
be taken by them whenever and as the 
need arises. They may plant a little 
corn occasionally and cut a few railroad 
ties, but further than this I do not be- 
lieve they do much work. 

Whatever work the State may do 
toward propagation of deer and pheas- 
ants,-etc., is of no material benefit be- 
cause these folk back in the hills will 
get them when they need them. The 
habit of gigging and the use of trammel 
nets to catch fish, present the easiest 
methods and require the least amount 
of work, It is as old as the hills them- 
selves and the State can never eliminate 
entirely this vicious habit or custom, no 
matter what laws are enacted and what 
method is taken to enforce them. 

Further, I do not believe much need 
be expected from the present Legislature 
other than what necessary laws are re- 
quired to force the two large cities of 
the State to pay their bis and raise 
their salaries. The men sent to the Leg- 
islature by St. Louis and Kansas City

Senator La Follette pre- 
sented at the last session of Congress a bill which 
would have provided for the creation of a national 
economic council of 15 members appointed by the 
President. The duty of the commission would be to 
keep fully informed on business and economic condi- 
tions, to conduct inquiries, hold hearings, formulate 
proposals and recommend legislation. The Senate 
Committee on Manufactures, with Senator La Follette 
as chairman, will hold hearings on this bill during 
the coming summer. ~ 

Objection heretofore to what Mr. Weld recom- 
mends is that for American industry to plan for the 
future would be to take a leaf from the book of 
Russia. Even if that were so, Russia pays us the 
compliment every day of learning from us. The truth 
is that, it is not so. American industry would face 
the same necessity that confronts it today if there 
were no’Russia. The trouble is that the post-war 
period has not been able to absorb the immense pro- 
duction of war-time expansion. We are afflicted by 
too much of everything, including raw materials. The 
oil industry, for instance, is exactly where the steel 
industry is. 

Already in the Interstate Commerce Commission, 
the Federal Trade Commission, the Kederal Reserve 
Board and other similar commissions we have en- 
dowed public bodies, with the responsibility of di- 
recting economic activity in the attainment of social 
objectives. A National Economic Council would ex- 
tend this function of purposeful planning over the 
whole industrial field. If it is a giant’s dream, the 
answer is that we are faced by a giant problem. 
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A SENSIBLE BILL. 

Senator Brogan’s bill reducing the penalties for 
bookmaking and lowering its «classification from a 
felony to a misdemeanor has been passed by the Leg- 
islature. The bill is sensible in that it refocuses 
the punishment to the crime. There is no doubt 
the law now in force has defeated itself. Under it, a 
man convicted of recording a bet could be sent to 
the penitentiary for not less than two nor more than 
five years. Few juries could be persuaded that such 
punishment was not excessive; or that to brand a 
bookmaker as a felon was not to exaggerate the im- 
portance of his offense. 
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A BLOW TO NEEDY ST. LOUIS CHILDREN. 

A discouraging setback has been inflicted upon the 
work of caring for orphaned, neglected and needy 
children in St. Louis. This has come about through 
failure of the budget increase sought by the Board of 
Children’s Guardians, the municipal body which in 
1912 received responsibility for looking after desti- 
tute children. An aldermanic committee which in- 
vestigated the request for a budget of $327,911, an 
increase of $109,911 over last year’s inadequate total. 
urged “granting of this amount as the minimum.” 
The Board of Estimate and Apportionment, for rea- 
sons of economy, allowed only $248,238. The alder- 
manic WayS and Means Committee returned the 
budget bill; requesting that the full amount be grant- 
ed, but the Board of Estimate refused. The Ways 
and Means Committee thereupon approved it. 

St. Louis holds a disgracefully low position among 
American cities in what it does for needy children. 
Where Boston, of comparable population, spends 89 
cents per capita for mothers’ allowances, St. Louis 
grants only 5 cents. Where Boston cares for 39 chil- 
dren per 10,000 population, St. Louis cares for only 
five. As a result, many are perforce returned to 


ij bad environments or sent to institutions and fam- 


flies are broken up. The present budget figure, 
though showing an increase, actually means that the’ 
work for the coming year must be decreased, despite 
greater needs and greater demands. While the city’s 
financial situation makes economy necessary, re- 
trenchment in its duty toward these dependents is 
little short of shameful. In all times of emergency, 
civilized custom places women and children first. The 
city in this procedure does not even place widows 
and orphans first. 

The only hope now remaining is that the Board of 
Aldermen will vote a supplementary appropriation 
later for the work. This should be done, and we be- 
lieve it will be done when the Aldermen realize what 
disasters would follow neglect of the pressing need. 
Few functions of the city have so vital a bearing on 
the lives and well-being of any of its people as the 
work of the Children’s Guardians, and this deals with 
the most helpless of all the populace.

study for six years. The proposed policy, described 
as “virtually a new canon on matrimony,” seeming- 
ly undertakes to proscribe divorce absolutely. Among 
churchmen of other denominations who have com- 
mented on it, that construction is challenged. Charles 
Francis Potter, a former Unitarian minister and 
founder of the Humanist Society of New York, says 
“they close the front door on the question and leave 
the back door open.” He refers to the nine grounds 
for annulment recognized by the new canon, with 
the provision that “a person whose former marriage 
has been annulled (for any of the accepted reasons) 
by a Bishop or an ecclesiastical court and dissolved 
by a civil court may be married as if he had never 
been previously married.” 

As the layman sees it, a divorce by any other name, 
such as annulment, is still a divorce. Certainly that 
will be the practical result. But the intent of the 


Protestant Episcopal Church’s disapproval of divorce 
by expurgating the word and by affixing the church's 
moral censure of divorce with a seal of deeper im- 
press. It is, in short, the declaration of a great re- 
ligious “body against the growing practice of divorce, 
together with the hope that the stigma of this atti- 
tude will have a restraining effect. 
_ The desired objective will, of course, be indorsed, 
but the practical wisdom of the policy is questioned. 
Rabbi Louis IL Newman of New York has introduced 
the psychological element into the discussion. Thus: 
Religion should interpose no veto upon the 
state in its endeavor to help maladjusted couples . 
to reconstruct their lives. The Jewish people 
have always made possible the attainment of di- 
vorce by the woman as well as the man, for 
reasons which go beyond the customary grounds 
in many of our American states. Yet the high 
quality and strength of the Jewish family tie is 
preverbial. Divorce has been easy, but it has 
not been lightly regrrded. 
The permanence of that basic institution, the fam- 
ily, must be accounted among the indispensables to 
our civilization. Its destruction would mean the dis- 
solution of our social order. That the divorce evil 
carries a threat to the family and the social order 
cannot be denied. How best to combat the evil is 
the question. 
The magic of the injunction, whether of church or 
state, has been pretty well exploded. Thou shalt 
not, as we have seen in our liquor experiment, in- 
cites rather than prohibits. The lure of the forbidden 
fruit is as tempting today as it was in the Garden. 
Coercion builds no unscalable walls. :

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THE KIDNAPERS AND THE LAWYERS. 

The kidnapers of Dr. I. D. Kelley failed directly 
to interest one lawyer in negotiating for a ran- 
som and indirectly to interest another lawyer in the 
same errand. They therefore were compelled to aban- 
don .the enterprise, and Dr. Kelley was liberated. 

If this was the reason they did desist, the com- 
munity is making progress. Had the men who 
robbed the Grand National Bank met with similar 
refusal to negotiate for a reward, they also would 
have been forced to abandon their enterprise. Théy 
got $140,000 for returning the stolen bonds, but they 
could not have negotiated directly for this reward 
without exposing themselves to the danger of arrest. 

The Kelley case illustrated the difficulty of carry- 

ing out such a kidnaping. The doctor’s captors moved 
him four times. Always apprehensive of detection, 
they hung coverings over the windews of his hiding 
places, stood guard day and night, and were off with 
their captive at the slightest alarm. They had to 
transport him around with a sack over his head and 
make him wear taped goggles to keep him from get- 
ting a look at them. The doctor says they worked 
hard 24 hours a day, and they did. They worked 
much harder than people engaged in honest pur- 
suits, and they got less out of it. 
Society owes a debt of gratitude to the lawyers 
who refused to degrade their profession in this case 
as it was degraded in the Grand National Bank scan- 
dal. Collecting ransoms for the kidnaped and re- 
wards for the return of stolen property is a scurvy 
business, the odium of which is to some degree borne 
even by decent. men in the legal profession:

Though ostensibly settled by Young plan and funding agreements, debt problem still 
bedevils world peace and economic recovery; Germany's huge payments keep 
her from buying; Smoot, opposing modification, forgets that heavy drain on 
Europe reacts on our industries; U. S. can benefit world by readjustment policy.

HE problems of the war debts and 
T reparations are stiNQ with us, bedeviling 

international relations, in spite of the 
fact that they have been “settled” by the 
debt funding agreements and the Young 
plan. Payments under the present “set- 
tlemients,” along with heavy war expendi- 
tures and the continued war psychology of 
the nations, are manifestly factors making 
for‘ the economic distress and unrest that 
afflict the nations of Europe and that, in- 
directly, bear on the wide unemployment 
in the United States. 

Although our Government maintains cor- 
rectly from the technical and legal stand- 
point that there is no connection between 
debts and reparations, yet in finances ard 
in psychology the two are inexorably inter- 


twined. All that the United States receives ' 


from its various European debtors in reality 
comes from Germany. In fact, the United 
States receives for debt settlements 65 per 
cent of Germany’s payments .on repara- 


tions.

So long as Germany is required to pay 
annually to foreign countries some $6500,- 
000,000, how can she become a good cus- 
tomer? And how can international com- 
merce recover its normal place in the life 
of the nations? Germany’s swing to Hitler- 
ism is quite intelligible. It is not likely to 
disappear until the nations find some way 
of reducing debt and reparation settlements 
and of achieving drastic reductions of 
armaments and military budgets. 

Notwithstanding this situation; our '‘po- 
litical leaders’ still insist that there is 
nothing for the United States to do about 
it. Senator Smoot, for instance, in a recent 
ee article, declares that “talk about 
wiping out these obligations is both unwise 
and unfortunate.” The American people, 
he says, “are already paying an unpropor- 
tionate share of the cost of the war,” and 
he professes to prove this statement by- 
saying that, while the Américan people paid 
during the fiscal year 1930 $1,397,020,431 
on the national debt (including interest), 
debtor nations paid us only $239,565,807. 

Should hot Senator Smoot have told us 
how much the debtor nations are paying 
on their national debts ard for interest 
and how great thosé debts are as compared 
with our own? He states that Great 
Britain's debt settlement “calls for annual 
averige payments (to ts) equivalent to 4.6 
per cent” of her budget, Belgium's pay- 
ments being 3.5 per cent and Italy’s 5.17 


‘per cent: Our payments on otr national 


debt, On the other. hand, he says, “took 
$3.4 per cent of our budget last year 
930).” Should he not have told us what 
per cent ef their national budgets are con. 
sumed’ by payments on debts and interest? 
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: of the facts shows that the 
British national debt on March 31, 1930, 
was $37,425,000,000, while that of the Unit- 
ed States On June 30; 1930; was $16,185,306,. 
000. British payments for Interest and debt 
retirement were $1,725,300,000, those of the 
United States being, according to Senator 
Smoot, $1,397,000,000. While United States 
Payments on debt and interest were, as Mr. 
cent of its total 


budget for the fiscal year 1930, those of 
Great Britain constituted nearly 42.8 per 
cent of its total budget. gy 

These figures become still more impres- 
sive when we remember that the British 
population is about half that of the United 
States, and that the national wealth of the 
United States was estimated at $361,800,- 
000,000 in 1929, while that of Great Britain 
for 1930 was estimated at $122,225,000,000.

Senator Smoot says that if the debtor 
nations pay the United States the amounts 
fixed in the funding settlements, a total 
of $11,641,608,460 as of Nov. 15, 1930, the 
public debt of the United States would be 
only $4,543,799,839. He closes his article 
with the naive question: “How can anyone 
ask the United States to continue this heavy 
drain upon its taxpayers indefinitely for 
the sole benefit of taxpayers in Europe?” 
He is apparently quite oblivious to the con- 
nection between debts, reparations, eco- 
nomic and political disturbance among the 
nations of Europe and unemployment in the 
United States. 

Those who are talking about reopen- 
ing the question of debts and freparations— 
the faculty of Princeton University, 40 
professors in the Columbia University de- 
partments of economics, of law and of his- 
tory, Albert H. Wiggin of the Chase Na- 
tional Bank and many others—are not seek- 
ing “the sole benefit of taxpayers in Bu- 
rope.” They are, on the contrary, deeply 
concerned with the entire economic distress 
in. which the world is caught, including the 
United States, and are trying to find a 
remedy that will be a benefit to us all.

Holmes’ Letter Purchased.

NEW YORK, May 1.—A ‘letter 
from Herman Melville to Mrs. Na- 
thaniel Hawthorne explaining 
“Moby Dick,” and a copy of the 
first issue of the first edition of 
“Tom Sawyer’ were sold at auc- 
tion Wednesday night at the Amér- 
ican Art Association-Anderson Gale 
leries, Inc. 
The “Moby Dick” letter, in which 
Melville explained the _ relative 
parts played by allegory and pure 


narrative in his story, brought 
$3100. Identity of the buyer was 
not given. The copy of “Tom 
Sawyer” was bought for $1900 by 
an agent of another private col- 
lector. . Walter M. Hill, Chicago 
dealer, paid $1450 for a letter by 
Oliver Wendell Holmes to Haw- 
thorne; praising ‘“‘The Scarlet Let- 
ter,” and $1025 for the 26-page 
autograph manuscript of Mark 
Twain’s “The Experience of the 
McWilliamses With Membrancous 
Croup.”

GH U.S. EXPENSES 
ARE LAD TO CONGRESS 


Chairman. of House eAppropri- 
ations Gommittee Replies to 
Senator Borah.

WASHINGTON, May 1.—Con- 
gress was held responsible yester- 
day by Chairman Wood of _ the 
House Appropriations Committee, 
for a large part of the increase in 
Government expenditures in recent 
years. 

Replying to a statement of Sen- 
ator Borah (Rep.) of Idaho, that 
a large share of the blame should 
be placed on the executive branch, 
Wood contended “the largest part 
of the increase aside from the 
war, lies at the door of new Iegis- 
lation passed by Congress author- 
izing or compelling such expendi- 
ture, in considerable degree in op- 
position to the executive.” 

While noting that Senator Bo- 
rah supported Mr. Hoover's veto 
of the recent veterans’ loan bill, 
Wood took Borah to task for ad- 
vocating other legislation in oppo- 
sition to the President which he 
contended would have meant addi- 
tional Governmental expenditures. 

“IT think,” Wood said, “if Sena- 
tor Borah would examine the au- 
thorization bills which have been 
passed by Congress over the oppo- 
sition of the executive and the leg- 
islation which calls for expendi- 
tures in excess of that recommend- 
ed by the executive, he will find 
Congress has an infinitely larger 
responsibility for increased expen- 
ditures than he now believes. 
> . * 

After the bills are passed author- 
izing Geverniment expenditure, the 
executive can do nothing but esti- 
mate the additional expenditures 
involved and budget the expendi- 
‘tures called for by authorization 
bills. And the vice of this new 
legislation and increased authori- 
gation bills lies in the electorate 
and special groups in the country 
in their demands upon Congress. 

“Tf we are to search for respon- 
sibility‘for increases in Government 
expenditure we must not neglect 
the war, which is responsible for 
fully 40 per cent of the increase 
Lin Government expenditure and on 
the other hand we must not deny 
the responsibility -of Congress in 
yielding to the clamor of groups 
throughout the country for special 
legislation, in a large part of which 
Congress has always exceeded the 
recommendations of the executive. 

“Everybody knows that every 
dollar of Federal money expended 
must first be authorized by Con- 


gress.”*

PLANNING MEALS FOR 
THE FAMILY TABLE 


It Is Suggested That the Meals 
for a Day Be Considered 
as a Whole. 


Each day’s meals should be con- 
sidered as a unit in planning menus 
—nutritive values, flavors, textures 
and the variety of foods chosen 
should be selected with this in 
mind. Most people do best on 
three meals a day made up of a 
well selected variety of protein, 
carbohydrates, fats, minerals and 
vitamins—all of which are coz- 
sidered essential to the proper 
maintenance of health and bodily 
development. 

The menus suggested in this de- 
partment can be changed to suit 
individual tastes. Breakfasts, for 
example, may be made more sim- 
ple by omitting the cereal one day 
and the egg or meat course an- 
other. Where there are children it 
is best to give them cereal every 
day, with an egg two or three times 
a week. The same in the other 
meals: dinner may be amplified by 
adding a soup course or an ad- 
ditional vegetable. In general, 
however, the meals are planned 
to supply ample nutrition in an 
appetizing manner for the average 
family. 

Poached eggs served on thin 
slices of broiled ham are suggested 
for breakfast on Sunday. Use the 
ready ‘cooked ham for convenience 
and warm it by broiling on a hot 
broiler for three to five minutes.

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THIS CHICKEN GUMBO 
1S A CREOLE DISH 


An Invitation to a Chicken 
Gumbo Supper Is a Real 


Compliment. 
Chicken gumbo is one of ‘the 
favorite ways that Creole cooks 
have of serving chicken, conse- 


quently this makes the dish very 


popular in the extreme Southern 
states, particularly Louisiana, 
where the creole type of cookery 
still flourishes. 

An old recipe for chicken gum- 


bo calls for one. chicken, one 
onion, six tomatoes or an equal 
amount of canned tomatoes, two 


pints of okra (the canned product 
may be used), one-half pod red 
pepper without the seeds, two large 
slices of ham, one bay leaf, one 
sprig of parsley, one tablespoon 
lard or two tablespoons butter, and 
salt and pepper to taste. 

Clean and cut up the chicken. 
Cut the ham into small squares 
or dice and chop the onions, par- 
sley and thyme. Skin the tomatoes, 
and chop fine, saving the juice. 
Wash and stem the okra and slice 
into thin layers of one-half inch 
each. 

Put the lard or butter into the 
soup kettle, and when hot add the 
chicken and the ham. Cover close- 
hy and let it simmer for about 10 
minutes. Then add the chopped 
onions, parsley, thyme and toma- 
toes, stirring frequently to prevent 
scorching. Then add the okra, and, 
when well browned, add the juice 
of the tomatoes. es 
The okra is very delicate and is 


liable to scorch quickly if not 
stirred frequently. For this rea- 
son many Creole cooks fry the 


okra separately in a frying pan, 
seasoning with the pepper, cayenne 
and salt, and then add to the 
chicken. But equally good results 
may be obtained with less trouble 
by simply adding the okra to the 
frying chicken, and watching con- 
stantly to prevent scorching. The

When well fried and browned, 
put in the boiling water (about 
three quarts) and set on a very 
slow fire, letting it simmer gently 
for about an hour longer. Serve 
hot, with boiled rice. The remains 


of turkey may be utilized in the 


gumbo, instead of using chicken.

It may make plain rolis.for 
breakfast or dinner one day, pro- 
vide cinnamon rolls the second day 
and clover-leaves for another time. 
The same foundation is used for 
all. The dough is a yeast mixture; 
it must be well kneaded and then 
greased or covered with heavy 
waxed paper and kept in the ice 
box until needed. 

The foundation or. basic recipe 
for these rolls is as follows: Peel 
and boil potatoes enough to make 
one cupful when mashed. When 
the potatoes are done, drain and 
rub through a strainer or mash 
very fine—there should be one 
cupful. Scald three cups of milk 
and cool to lukewarm. Mix with 
the potatoes, four tablespoons su- 
gar, two teaspoons salt and one- 
third cup melted shortening. When 
the mixture is lukewarm add one 
yeast cake dissolved in one-quarter 
cup lukewarm water, and stir in 
four cups flour. Beat to a smooth, 
thick batter, cover and let stand 
until the mixture, or sponge, has 
risen and is full of bubbles. This 
is best accomplished by standing 
the bowl in a pan of warm water 


When the sponge is very light. 
add about four cups more of flour 
or enough to make a dough that 
can be handled. Mix this in grad- 
ually and when the dough can _ be 
handled without sticking turn it 
out on a floured board and knead 
until very smooth and velvety to 
the touch. Put back in the bow] 
and let rise again until doubled in 
bulk. 

If not wanted for immediate use, 
punch the dough down to break the 
bubbles, grease the top with melt- 
ed butter or any cooking fat, cov- 
er with heavy waxed paper and 
place in the refrigerator for fu- 
ture use. When rolls are wanted, 
cut off the piece of the dough, 
shape as desired, place on greased 
pans and let rise until doubled in 
bulk. Bake in a hot oven—400 
degrees—for 15 to 25 minutes, de- 
pending on the size and type of 
rolls made. 

Dinner Rolls, / 

Cut off a piece of the dough and 
from it cut small pieces that can 
be shaped into balls about an inch 
in diameter. Place these close to- 
gether on a greased pan, brush the 
tops with melted fat, and let rise 
for about an hour. Bake 20 min- 
utés in a hot oven—400 degrees, 

Clover Leaf Rolls. 

Break or cut off tiny pleces of 
the dough and shape-into balis not 
more than half an inch in diam- 
eter. Place three together in 
greased muffin pans, brush the 
tops with melted fat and let rise 
for an hour or until risen to near- 
ly fill the pans. Bake in a hot 
oven—400 degrees—for 20 to 25 
minutes. ‘é 

Cinnamon Buns. 

Cut off a good sized piece of the 
dough and roll on a floured board 
to an oblong shaped piece a scant 
fourth-inch thick. Brush with melt- 
ed fat and sprinkle with a thick 
layer of brown sugar mixed with 
cinnamon in the propoftion of one 
teaspoon cinnamon to one-half cup 
sugar. Sprinkle well washed cur- 
rants or raisins over the dough and 
roll up the long way. Cut off Slices 
half an inch thick, Place close to- 
gether fn a greased pan with the 
cut side up, and let rise until 
doubled in bulk. Bake 30 minutes 
in a moderate oven—350 to 3765 de- 
grees. If these are baked in a hot 
Oven, the sugar will scorch, s0 a 
lower temperature must be used 
than for most other rolls. 

Marmalade 


Shape the dough as for 
rolis and when risen, make - pond 
dent in each roll’ with your finger 
Fill with marmalade and place a 
little piece of butter on the marma- 


lade. Bake 20 minutes in a hot 
oven—400 degrees. 


CANNED TOMATO JUICE 


Makes Nutritious Cocktails and Jel- 
lied Salads. 


Canned tomato juice is good to 
use for jellied salads and saves 
time and energy formerly used in 
straining tomatoes. 

When making a fellied tomato 
and vegetable salad add to the to- 
mato juice one-fourth to one-half 
cup stock or essence of celery 
made by boiling celery leaves in a 
little water. Cut the tops from a 
head of celery, cover with cold 
water and boil gently until re- 
duced one-half or a little more. 
Strain and add to the tomato juice. 

This is also a good addition to 
tomato juice cocktail, as it in- 
creases the amount of mineral! salts 
and adds to the flavor. 


ICEBOX PEACH CAKE 


A Stale Sponge Cake Is the Basis 
of This Pastry. 

Butter a loaf-shaped pan and 
line it smoothly with wax paper. 

Cut day-old sponge cake in thin 
slices and place in pan, cover the 
sponge cake with a layer of canned 
peaches, then put in a layer of but- 
terscotch filling, -then another lay- 
er of cake, and cover the cake 
‘with a layer of —stiffly whipped 
cream. ' ; 

Fill the pan in this order, having 
the last layer of cake. 

Place in icebox six hours, remove, 
turn pan upside down on a large 
plate, cover with a warm cloth, re- 
move pan and garnish with slices 


of peaches and whipped cream.

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Used in Place of Pickle in Fish 
Egg or Meat Salads. 

Lemon pulp may be used in 
salads calling for such ingredients 
as fish, eggs, lettuce and so on to 
replace chopped pickle. So used, 
it furnishes a delightful variation 

f flavor. : 

Cut the lemon in small pieces, 
using a sharp knife or scissors. Re- 
move all the membrane possible, 
save juice and use with chopped 
pulp. : 

Use one-fourth cup lemon pulp 
and juice to one cup shredded let- 
tuce. Cabbage may replace the 
lettuce. 

For a fish salad pare lemons, 
saving all juice, and cut in small 
pieces, as free as possible from 
membrane. Mix with lettuce. Add 
fish, which has been flaked, and 
pimiento. Mix thoroughly. Serve 
with mayonnaise. The lemon pulp 
replaces the chopped pickle often 
used in fish salads. 


Stuffed Celery. 

A teaspoon of anchovy paste 
mixed with one-fourth cup mayon- 
ndise is excellent with hard-boiled 
egg salad. Or use a mixture of 
cream cheese and anchovy paste as 
a stuffing for celery that is cut in 
inch pieces and used to garnish 
egg salad. 
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DEVILED KIDNEYS ON TOAST 


Nice for Luncheon or for the Sun- 
day Breakfast. 

‘Split a fresh beef kidney and 
remove the white fatty center. Cut 
the kidney in small pieces, cover 
with cold water, heat slowly to the 
botling point, add one teaspoon 
salt and simmer for 30 minutes. If 
wanted for breakfast, do this the 
night before. Drain and sprinkle 
the kidneys with flour, salt and 
pepper. 

Melt three tablespoons fat in a 
frying pan, add one small sliced 
onion and the kidneys and fry un- 
til brown, stirring frequently. This 
takes about five minutes. Add one 
and a half cups water, one table- 
spoon chili sauce, one teaspoon 
Worcestershire sauce, one teaspoon 
prepared mustard and pepper to 
season. Simmer for 15 minutes 
and serve on four slices of toast. 

Two veal kidneys may be used 
instead of a beef kidney, in which 
case omit the first boiling. 


Marshmallow Dainties. 

On slices of bread or wafers put 
a layer of preserves, topped with 
marshmallow. Place in oven until 
marshmallows puff and brown a 
little. Take from oven and serve. 
A bit of whipped cream may be 
used after having removed wafer 
from oven.

DELECTABLE BANANA PARFAIT 


Cold Dessert for Either Formal or 
informal Service. 


Icy cold sweets are used for all 
formal meals. Banana parfait is a 
delicious dessert of this type. 

Remove the skin of three or four 
bananas; press the pulp through 
a sieve (there should be one cup 


and a quarter of puree). Cook this 
with three-fourths cup of sugar and 
the juice of half a lemon until 
scalded throughout. Beat one cup 
and a half of cream till firm. Fold 
the two mixtures together. ; 
Turn into a quart mold, filling it 
to overflow. Spread paper over 
the top of the mixture and over 
this press the cover to have the 
paper extend beyond the cover on 
all sides. Pack in equal measures 
of salt and crushed ice. Let stand 
about three hours, repacking once. 
Or ptt in refrigerator tray and 
freeze to desired consistency.

Irises, when suffering 
from rot should have a dose of the 
same solution. 
For your roses, you must beware 
of the insects. But nicotine spray 
dust will send them away. As for 
chrysanthemums, keep them cut 
back a little in the summer and 
feed them a little with something 
to enrich them.

Four front double 
teeth (two upper and two lower 
molars). Bighteen to 24 months— 
four canine teeth. The two upper 
are “eye teeth” and the two lower 
are “stomach* teeth.”

Twen- 
ty-four to 30 months—four back 
double teeth, two upper and two 
lower.

DURHAM. N. C., April 30. 
T THE end of the Civil War 
A Woshineton Duke had a sack of 
tobacco left behind by the Fed- 
eral soldiers and a 300-acre farm 
near Durham, N. C. With the aid 
of his sens, he sifted the tobacco, 


sold itin Durham and planted more’ 


tobacco on his farm. ~The tobacco 
grew, the farm grew, the Duke for- 
tunes grew, and when James Bu- 
chanan “Buck” Duke, “Old Man 
Wash’s”’ youngest son, died in 1925, 
he left an estate of about $90,000,- 
000 and the Duke name perpetuated 
in Duke University, erstwhile Trin- 
ity College of Durham. 

The perpetuation was achieved 
by “‘Buck’’ Duke by the simple ex- 
pedient of endowing Trinity College 
with $40,000,000 in return for ‘tak- 
ing his name. He made the endow- 
ment before his death, but the proj- 
ect is one of the most prodigious of 
an educational nature in the land, 
and is only now taking full and 
complete form. Last week a ‘arge 
group of educators, some 800 of 
them, gathered on the campus 
three miles out of Durham for the 
dedication of the medical school 
and hospital. All the campus build- 
ings, however, are nearly complete, 
and the various schools of the unf- 
versity have about 2500 students 
enrolled. 

In addition to providing an alma 
mater for present and future gen- 
erations, that first fudiciously man- 
aged sack of tobacco has made 
Doris Duke, 19 years old, daughter 
of “Buck,” the wealthiest girl of 
She received 
slightly more than $53,000,000 from 
the estate of the late tobacco mag- 
nate. 

Washington Duke founded the 
business, but it was Buck who made 
it the tremendous industry it later 
became. The cigarette market was 
undeveloped, although North Car- 
olina tobacco was widely known 
and used for pipe and chewing, and 
Duke urged the family to branch 
out. W. Duke Sons & Co. used the 
first successful cigarette making 
machine, and after Buck took over 
the business, he continued to ex- 
pand until he headed the largest 
tobacco combine in the world.

E was placed in charge when 
H 18 years old, and in 18990 

formed the American Tobacco 
Co., which took in numerous smali 
concerns. In 1912; however, the 
company was dissolved following 
suit by the Government under the 
Sherman anti-trust law, and Duke, 
who had been president, became 
chairman of the board of the Brit- 
ish-American Tobacco Co., a sub- 
sidiary.

American Tobacco Co., carried on 
numerous trade wars against the 
English tobacco manufacturers. He 
finally gained virtual control of the 
British market. He was more in- 
terested in his projects than in per- 
sonal affairs, and one of the 
anecdotes of his devotion to busi- 
ness relates that during the days 
of the combine one of the directors 
left a meeting to join some friends, 
whereat Duke remarked: “I think 
I'll have te buy me some friends 
sometime.” 

Apparently he carried out his in- 
tention, for he established the 
Duke endowment, providing for 
numerous philanthropies. 

He also interested himself in wa- 
ter power development, and headed 
several projects in that direction, 
including power systems in North 
and South Carolina. He invested 
heavily in cotton mills in the South, 
which used’ power developed by the 
power projects. 

Buck was in the habit of saying 
that anything he amounted to he 
owed to his father and the Metho- 
dist Church, and it was because 
Trinity College was Methodist that 
it attracted him favorably. His fa- 
ther already had assisted the col- 
lege. It formerly was 100 miles 
from Durham in Randolph County, 


and Wash Duke offered to add 
$50;000 to any bid made, to bring 
it to Durham. From the time of 
the removal in 1892 until it became 
Duke University in 1924, it received

Giants and Dwarfs. 


HILE the giants and dwarfs 
appearing in folk lore and 
fairy tales are largely prod- 
ucts of imagination, they have 
their counterparts in reality. 

To begin with, there are races 
whose average man and woman 
are markedly tall, while there are 
others - among whom the average 
height is little more than five feet. 
The pigmies of Africa are an ex- 
ample of a small race, while the 
Scandinavian people are on the 
average taller than the Latins. 


A giant race may have existed 
at some time in history. The skel- 
etal remains of certain of the prim- 
itive races now extinct suggest that 
they may have been taller than the 
tallest people alive today. So too, 
there undoubtedly were primitive 
races of relatively short stature, 

Today, however, there are no 
giant races, but there are individ- 
ual giants. These giants, most of

freaks of nature and the result of 
glandular disease. 

The gland involved in so-called 
giantism is the pituitary, a gland 
of intern&il secretion located at the 
base of the brain and encased in 
a special bony structure descrip- 
tively called the Turkish saddle, 

The pituitary gland is composed 
of two parts, front and rear. When 
the front portion for certain rea- 
sons still unknown over-acts dur- 
ing youth or the growing years of 
an individual’s life, he is inclined 
to grow to gigantic proportions. 

On the otherhand, when the 
pituitary fails to function ade- 
quately, the result is an adult of 
low stature, or a dwarf, 

When the over-functioning of 
the pituitary begins after the in- 
dividual has attained his maximum 
height and stopped growing, there 
results a new growth of bone in- 
volving principally the jaw and the 
extremities, a condition known as 
acromegaly. 

The acromegalic individual does 
not grow taller but acquires a 
brute-like appearance due to his 
heavy-grown jaw and large hands 
and feet.

man of its board of directors, 

As a further means of aiding 
business recovery he advocated 


@reduction of the capital gains and 


loss tax. 
He stressed the heed of economy 


in Government operation and the 
application of interest payments by 
foreign Governments to ordinary 
expenditure rather than to the 
speedy wiping out of the American 
public debt. This, he said, is nec- 
essary that business may not fur- 
ther be burdened by taxation in 
times of business depression. 

Lowering of the tariff, he  ex- 
plained, would lead to the resump- 
tion of trade with foreign nations. 
This, he thought, could be accom- 
plished without affecting American 
standards of living, since it would 
increase commercial activities here 
and abroad. 

Reduction of the 12% per cent 
rate on capital gains and loss pro- 
vided in the present tax laws, he 
said, would have a_etendency in 
p00m times to stem speculation. 

Cause of Depression. 

Barnes attributed the industrial 
depression to world-wide political 
interference with’! business. He 
said that business has been pre- 
vented from accomplishing its ¥ 
wishes by anti-trust laws that noj 
longer are valid: by burdensome 
taxation and entrance of govern- 
ment in America into the cotton 
and wheat markets: by the virtual

tralian state, and _ by legal re- 
Strictions that have prevented busi- 
ness from joining its forces .even 
within industries to keep level the 
business curve. 

“Just as soon as the Govern- 
ment makes possible the joining of 
various units of business to keep 
down waste, regulate production, 
capacity and output, just then will 
business find its own way out,” he 
Said. “But legislative panaceags 
have no Place in the American 
business man’s mind. He doesnot 
believe there is any one single 
SOlution of the problem. If the 
anti-trust laws are altered so that 
the individual need not fear crim- 
inal prosecution for what he re- 
sards as legitimate endeavor, then 
Planning on an important scale 
Wil become pessible.”
